Secondly we are in receipt ‘of, a letter from WKBO Harrisburg, Penna, 
in which they ‘advise us that-they ,too- are: planning a DX program and th- 
at the, date for this broadcast will be Sunday morning, April 22 -from 
ZAG! dose C0) Nailin ey Bes T, They say that they hope to hear from a lot of 
our members, This is a splendid opportunity. to hear both of these sta- 
tions. WKBO will operate on. their assigned frequency of 1200 kyes. 


Now we feel ‘that a short resume of what our joint Frolic sounded 
like here at headquarters is in order, To begin with we got up shortly 
before 2:00 A.M., on Saturday. morning to try for CRCV put owing to very 
heavy static conditions we were not able to hear a thing at that time 
of them, We tried 1OAK in Stratford but they did not show up either, how 
ever we-found out that they, were on Sunday morning. for us in place of 
Saturday. We happened to run across 630 kycs and we heard a station com- 
ing in very strong and upon investigating just whom it was, we found it 
to be WGBF in Evansville, Ind. and to add more to our surprise they were 
taking part in our joint Frolic. It was indeed quite a pleasant surprise 
to hear them taking part in this Frolic. At 3:00 A.M. radio: seemed to 
have improved quite a bitson tuning on 1370 kycs we ‘thought we could he-~ 
ar a trace or two of KOOS. in Marshfield but static proved a trifle to | 
severe for us to determine definitely whether it was them or not, We 
tried for KECA in Les Angeles, Cal. and we heerd them making several 
announcements concerning their part in our joint Frolic with the Globe 
Circlers DX Club. We happened to tune up to 640 lkyes and to our comple-~ 
te surprise we found KFI in:Los Angeles, Cal. also taking part in our 
joint Frolic, This indeed was another very pleasant surprise, At 4:00 
AeM. we tried for WTAW in College Station, Tex. and our efforts were re-~ 
warded for we heard them coming on the air and for about ten minutes th- 
ey came in very fine, however radio seemed to be getting more noisey ag- 
oin, we also tried for KUSD in Vermillion, 8.D. and found them coming ir 
quite well and giving our clubs a lot of Pine publicity. We happened to 
tune down to 1270 kyes and were surprised to hear KVOR coming through 
with their program for our joint Frolic. It appears that they went on 
Saturday morning instead of Sunday as they had been scheduled. Radio 
reception was very bad by this time and we decided to give it up as a 
bad job and the result was.that we didn't even sit up to try for 10BQ, 
in Brantford, Ont. so that we do not know whether they came on as sched: 
uled or not. On Sunday morning we got.up.shortly before 2:00 A.M. again 
and we could hear a station which we believed to be KFYR Bismarck,N.D. 
nowever we never heard any announcements from them, We tried for WEBR 
but did not hear ea thing of them, We suppose that they were -not able to 
go through with their arrangenonts owing to the death of the gentleman 
that had arranged the broadeast, We heurd CHRC and they came in: fine dur 
ing their whole program. We could not herr either CFCT or KABC owing to 
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some other stetion blanketing their wave. However at 4:00 A.M., we tried 
for WJAS and found them coming in very nicely. We then tried for WDAG 
and they too came in very fine. We hope that all of you reported on as 
many of these programs as you possibly could for we want to prove to 
the stations that. took part that interclub comoperation really -pays.
